Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: The Examiner agreed that the proposed amendment to claim 1 overcomes the 102 
rejection in view of Abel. In particular, it was agreed that Abel does not explicitly teach the limitation of validating a 
text string using a reference string in order to check language and cultural correctness. However, the Examiner noted 
that the reference of record NG (USPN 5,812, 122) does teach the limitation .
